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Ward 2 vote 
count had no 
effect on races 

Only five votes were cast on the vot- 
ing machine that broke down in Ward 2 
at the May 20 primary election. When 
the defective machine was opened, the 
number votes cast was 260 and resulted 
no change in the outcome of any of the 
races. 

With the addition of the Ward 2 votes, 
the official count shows that a total of 
3,326 voters cast their votes in election. 

Hilliary Clinton picked up 214 votes 
in Ward 2 to run her total vote in Mor- 
gan to 2,7 12. Barak Obama received 14 
votes in Ward 2, giving him a total of 
233 votes. John Edwards got two Ward 
2 votes and 14 voters voted “uncommit- 
ted.” 

Bruce Lunsford, who won the nomi- 
nation in statewide voting to face U.S. 
Senator Mitch McConnell in November, 
picked up 129 votes in Ward 2, giving 
him a total vote here of 1,439. Greg 
Fischer, Lunsford’s closest competitor, 
received 68 additional votes. His final 
total here was 767. 

In the race for the Democrat nomi- 
nation for State Senator in the 25th Sena- 
torial District, Pete Frye added 138 votes 
in Ward 2 to give him a total of 1 ,404 
votes. His opponent, Michael “Whitey” 
Adkins, picked up 91 votes in the pre- 
cinct to give him a total vote of 1,237. 
Adkins, who won the nomination in dis- 
trict wide voting, will face Republican 
incumbent, Senator Robert Stivers, in 
the fall.

Terry said. “As we gather here 
today, it is our duty to keep vet- 
erans’ memories alive.

Should Hillary reject racist votes? 



Troops Need Tools to Win 



Race, religion and rurality 
were among the keys to Hillary 
Clinton’s 35-point victory in 
Kentucky’s presidential primary, 
according to the exit poll taken 
for national news organizations. 
(There were no exit polls in Or- 
egon, which Barack Obama won, 
because that state’s election was 
held entirely by mail.) The re- 
sults, similar to those in West Vir- 
ginia, prompted some pundits to 
say Clinton should announce that 
she doesn’t want racially moti- 
vated votes. 

Among Kentucky Democrats, 
21 percent said the race of the 
candidates was important to their 
vote, and 81 percent of those 
voted for Clinton. Among whites, 
it was 86 percent. (Asked about 
gender, 16 percent said it was 
important, and 79 percent of 
those voted for Clinton. Most 
were women.) The results of the 
exit poll were very similar to the 
poll taken in West Virginia a 
week ago. 

Race is a tricky subject for 
pollsters, because many people 
won’t speak honestly about it to 
strangers. Sometimes related 
questions reveal more, and that 
seemed to be the case when Ken- 
tucky Democrats were asked 
about Obama’s former pastor, the 
Rev. Jeremiah Wright; 54 percent 
said Obama at least somewhat 
shares Wright’s controversial 
views, and 84 percent of those 
voters went for Clinton. She did 
even better, 91 percent, among 
those who said the two men share 
“a lot” of views. 

The views of a pastor are more 
important if voters go to church 
a lot. In Kentucky, 45 percent of 
Democratic voters said they at- 
tend church at least weekly, and 
it’s reasonable to conclude that 
many of them can’t understand 
how he could attend a church for 
20 years and not somewhat share 
the views of its pastor. More than 
half of the voters said Obama 
does not share their values, and 



89 percent of those who said he 
doesn’t voted for Clinton. 

Among voters who live in ru- 
ral areas, Clinton won 77-17; 
small towns went for her by 69- 
24, and she carried suburbs 57- 
39. Omaha won cities 56-38. The 
rural vote in Kentucky’s Demo- 
cratic primary was 45 percent of 
the total, mirroring the state’s 
share of rural population, one of 
the nation’s highest. Small towns 
were 13 percent and suburbs 29 
percent. In several rural counties, 
Clinton won more than 90 per- 
cent of the vote. CNN analyst 
and superdelegate Donna Brazile 
said there were other reasons for 
Clinton’s landslide, such as the 
fact her husband carried Ken- 
tucky twice and campaigned hard 
for her. Education was also a fac- 
tor, a key in Obama’s win in Or- 
egon, according to a telephone 
poll conducted there. 

CNN analyst David Gergen, 
who was an aide to Bill Clinton 
and Republican presidents, said 
Hillary Clinton should talk to 
voters directly about the race and 
Wright issues. He said the Ken- 
tucky exit poll “raises the ques- 
tion of whether she should say, 
Tf you’re going to vote against 
him because he’s black, I don’t 
want your vote.’ I see no reason 
why she shouldn’t take the high 
road in the closing days of this 
campaign.” Fellow analyst and 
former Bill Clinton aide Paul 
Begala said Wright and Obama’s 
character would be better sub- 
jects for Clinton, because it is 
hard to talk directly about race, 
especially if the speaker is white. 
In any event, Begala said, it is 
more important for Obama to talk 
about economic issues and tran- 
scend race. Another analyst, Jef- 
frey Toobin, said some pointed 
Clinton comments about race 
would bring her long-term politi- 
cal benefit. “She might as well 
say it,” Toobin said, “because it 
would make a difference.”

For many Americans, Memo- 
rial Day marks little more than 
the start of summer. It is a day 
off to mow the lawn, go to the 
pool or grid in the backyard. 

But it is no holiday for 
America’s best. Memorial Day 
will find our troops fighting ter- 
rorists and other enemies of free- 
dom around the globe. For their 
sake, let’s ponder what this holi- 
day ready means. 

Recently, my wife and visited 
Arlington Cemetery, walking 
along the rows of American he- 
roes and celebrating the well- 
lived life a recently deceased 
friend. 

Those simple grave markers 
ted great stories. Many represent 
those who served bravely over- 
seas, then came home to raise 
families, start businesses and 
build a great nation. Others sig- 
nify those who never made it 
back. They made the ultimate 
sacrifice so the rest of us could 
live in freedom and prosperity. 

Still others memorialize those 
who died in the conflict that cre- 
ated Arlington and so many other 
national cemeteries. Their ser- 
vice in our Civil War helped end 
slavery, ado wing even those who 
came here in chains to experience 
freedom. 

Of course, Memorial Day is 
also a time to celebrate the liv- 
ing, those Americans who volun- 
tarily don our country’s uniform 
and fight for liberty. It is worth 
remembering that every person 
who has enlisted since late 2001 
has done so knowing that we are 
at war, and understanding that 
combat experience is dkely. 

These volunteers are the 
cream of the crop, and it is amaz- 
ing that such a small group of 
people is able to accomplish so 
much. Less than 1 percent of our 
country’s population services in 
the military, yet the U.S. projects 
power worldwide. 

A major criticism of the Viet- 
nam War was that, because col- 
lege students could defer service, 
lower-income Americans were 
drafted to fight while their 
wealthier peers stayed home. But 
that has changed dramatically 
with our modern, ad- volunteer 
force. 

Two years ago, former Heri- 
tage Foundation economist Tim 
Kane used Pentagon data to de- 
termine which ZIP codes recruits 
hailed from. He found that in- 
creasing number of upper- and 
middle-class Americans are vol- 
unteering to serve their country. 

“The percentage of recruits 
from the poorest American 
neighborhoods (with one-fifth of 
the U.S. population) declined 
from 18 percent in 1999 to 14.6 
percent in 2003, 14.1 percent in 
2004, and 13.7 percent in 2005,” 
Kane wrote. 

So what do we owe these 
brave volunteers, other than our 
respect and gratitude? Mainly, to 
give them what they deserve: the 
tools to win. That means spend- 
ing what is necessary for new 
weapons systems, including air- 
craft carriers and fighter jets. 
That is not too much to ask of a 
nation as wealthy as ours.

MOREHEAD, Ky.— Even 
though Spring Commencement 
has just happened, Morehead 
State University students are 
looking ahead to the summer and 
fall academic terms. 

To accommodate a wider 
range of students, there will be 
four summer terms offered this 
year, including an intersession. 

Registration for the general 
Summer term, Summer 
Intersession, Summer I and II, as 
well as Fall 2008 will be avail- 
able online at MSU’s Web site 
(www.moreheadstate.edu). Stu- 
dents may view course offerings 
and complete the registration pro- 
cess through the Datatel 
WebAdvisor. 

It may be accessed from the 
MSU home page’s current stu- 
dent link, then by selecting online 
services and finally WebAdvisor 
from the Quick Login drop-down 
box. Classes for the summer and 
fall will be offered according to 
the following schedule: 

Summer Intersession: Mon- 
day, May 19 through Friday, May 
30. 

Summer: Monday, June 2, 
through Friday, July 25. 

Summer I: Monday, June 2, 
through Friday, June 27. 

Summer II: Monday, July 7, 
through Friday, Aug 1 . 

Fall: Monday, Aug. 18, 
through Friday, Dec. 12. 

For those not yet enrolled who 
are considering attending MSU, 
there is still time to submit an 
application for the summer or fall 
terms. Prospective students may 
call the Office of Enrollment Ser- 
vices at (606) 783-2000 or (800) 
585-6781 opt #1 for admissions 
assistance. 

Students also will be able to 
view and pay their summer bill(s) 
online via WebAdvisor. Fall 2008 
billing will be available for view- 
ing and payment shortly after 
July 1 . Those who are registered 
for the summer and/or fall terms 
will receive monthly paper bill- 
ing statements to keep them in- 
formed of their account status. 
Account balances are due in full 
one week prior to the start of class 
for each semester attending. 

Although MSU no longer of- 
fers a deferred payment plan, stu- 
dents may take advantage of a 
different option to pay their bill 
at a later date, while at the same 
time, confirming that they will be 
attending classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
his or her full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
an online Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments. The online statement must 
be completed by set deadlines to 
prevent a student’s class sched- 
ule from being canceled. This 
also applies to any student who 
receives financial aid or scholar- 
ships, or whose college expenses 
are being paid by an outside 
agency. Students may access the 
Statement of Intent via 
WebAdvisor. 

The pay-in-full or Statement 
of Intent deadlines are as follows: 
May 27, Summer and Summer I; 
June 30 for Summer II and Aug. 
11 for Fall. 

MSU offers online bachelor’s 
degree “completer” programs 
designed primarily for graduates 
of the Kentucky Community & 
Technical College System 
(KCTCS). Courses are offered 
via the Internet and at the regional 
campuses, providing busy adults 
the opportunity to complete class 
work at a time and place conve- 
nient to them. 

Textbooks for the classes are 
available from the University 
Bookstore, located in the Adron 
Doran University Center on the 
Morehead campus. Orders may 
be placed by calling (888) 
STORE-05 or via the Internet at 
www. bookstore, moreheadstate. edu.

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The Magnificent cliffs of Wolfe County 



Did you know that Wolfe 
County, Kentucky, has a valuable 
natural resource that, each year 
draws thousands of visitors from 
all over the world? 

It’s true. Over the past few 
years, Wolfe County has come to 
be internationally recognized as 
having some of the finest rock 
climbing cliffs in North America. 
Climbers from all over the globe, 
including other renown climbing 
areas, such as Colorado, Utah, 
and Wyoming, and even from 
many European countries, come 
here to climb the sheer sandstone 
cliffs of Wolfe County, Kentucky. 

Rock climbing in the Red 
River Gorge region of Eastern 
Kentucky has been growing ex- 
ponentially since the early 
1980’s. In 2000 about 4,500 per- 
sons climbed on 90 established 
routes in Wolfe County. In 2007, 
about 16,000 visitors climbed 
more than 400 routes throughout 
the county. 

Almost all of the climbers 
come to Wolfe County from out- 
side this area. Rock climbers 
bring money into the local 
economy — staying in motels, 
rental cabins, and campgrounds 
around the county and patroniz- 
ing many local businesses - gas 
stations, restaurants, stores, etc. 

Although rock climbing is 
generally regarded as an extreme 
sport, the accident rate has been 
surprisingly low, both universally 
and in Wolfe County. Despite 
tens of thousands of trips made 
up the rock faces in this area, over 
the past ten years, there have been 
only a few broken bones and 
sprains. 

Climbing visitors come to 
Wolfe County not merely to 
climb, but to do so in surround- 
ings of spectacular beauty — 
Corbin sandstone cliffs, rock 
shelters, waterfalls, stone arches, 
and trails through hillsides of

mountain laurel, rhododendron, 
hemlocks, and hundreds of vari- 
eties of wildflowers. Wildlife also 
abounds in these places. We are 
blessed in Wolfe County with the 
breathtaking beauty of our natu- 
ral surroundings.

Blossom End Rot can ruin 
tomato harvest 



Nothing can ruin a mouth wa- 
tering tomato more than reaching 
for one on the vine only to find 
an ugly, flattened spot on it. If the 
ugly spot is located on the fruit 
opposite the stem end, it is likely 
blossom end rot, a disease caused 
by a lack of calcium that com- 
monly occurs in tomatoes but can 
also affect eggplant, peppers and 
many cucurbits. 

Blossom end rot spots develop 
into dark brown, leathery decays 
that may affect half of the tomato. 
Calcium is an essential part of the 
chemical “glue” that binds cells 
together within the fruit. When 
fruits are enlarging rapidly, suf- 
ficient amounts of calcium do not 
reach the end of the fruit. This 
causes cells to come apart, result- 
ing in a rot or decay in that area. 
Calcium does not move easily 
from other plant parts, so any dis- 
ruption in the plant’s uptake can 
result in a deficiency. 

Soils in Kentucky are rarely 
deficient in calcium, but water 
plays a critical role in the plant’s 
uptake and distribution of cal- 
cium. So maintaining an even 
supply of moisture is important 
in controlling blossom end rot. 
However, to be sure that a soil is 
not calcium-deficient, soil tests 



should be taken, and if needed, it 
can be applied as lime prior to 
planting. 

Irrigate plants as needed, and 
use mulch to conserve soil mois- 
ture. Irrigate on a consistent ba- 
sis. Don’t allow plants to become 
stressed from too much or too 
little water. Avoid wetting foliage 
as much as possible as this could 
encourage fungal and bacterial 
diseases to develop on the plant. 

Trickle or drip irrigation is an 
excellent way of getting water to 
plants without the risk of wetting 
the foliage or splashing soil onto 
the foliage which can also lead to 
disease problems. 

In addition, excessive amounts 
of ammonium tend to depress a 
plant’s calcium uptake. Avoid us- 
ing urea or fertilizers high in am- 
monium. Instead, choose fertiliz- 
ers high in nitrate. Calcium nitrate 
is an excellent nitrogen fertilizer, 
although it is more expensive 
than other nitrogen sources.

There are sev- 
eral miles of narrow hiking trails 
in Muir branching out from the 
main trail along the valley floor 
and rising steeply up to the nu- 
merous established climbs.

To get there: 

Go north from Campton on 
the Mountain Parkway to the 
Pine Ridge Exit (40). Turn south 
on 715 at the Corner Marathon 
Station and go about 0.4 miles 
past the Rogers Elementary 
School. There is one main en- 
trance to Muir Valley located at 
314 Muir Road, off KY 2016 
(Big Andy) about 1 .4 miles south 
of KY 715. A large green sign 
with four road names, including 
“Muir Road” is located on the 
east side of KY 2016. Follow the 
gravel road and the Muir Road 
signs, for about a mile, taking two 
left forks. Continue straight past 
the Muir Parking Lot 

Roadside Crag 

Roadside Crag is a medium- 
sized, very popular rock climb- 
ing area located on Ky. 1 1 south 
of the Slade exit on the Moun- 



tain Parkway. It is privately 
owned and is open to free public 
access. There are 51 established 
rock climbing routes at this loca- 
tion. 

To get there: 

From the Slade exit of the 
Mountain Parkway, go south on 
Ky. 11 6.5 miles to a large gravel 
parking lot on the right (west) 
side of the road. This is Green 
Thumb Park. Cross the road near 
the south end of the parking lot 
and find a narrow footpath lead- 
ing up toward the cliffs. This 
moderate trail meets the cliffs 
after about 200 yards and contin- 
ues to the right and left along the 
walls. Most of the climbing 
routes are to the right of the point 
where the approach trail meets 
the cliff. 

Torrent Falls Via Ferrata 
(Owned by Mark and Cathy 
Meyer family) 

Torrent Falls Via Ferrata is a 
commercial rock adventure park 
located on Ky, 11 south of the 
Slade exit on the Mountain Park- 
way. There is a fee charged for 
climbers; there is free access for 
spectators. This is not a climbing 
venue in the strict sense, but 
rather a via ferrata activity. This 
activity entails climbing up and 
traversing the rock face of a 
horseshoe- shaped canyon using 
steel handles and footholds af- 
fixed to the rock. Participants

hook themselves into a cable sys- 
tem to arrest any falls they might 
take while completing the 3000- 
foot route around the canyon 
wall. This business sees hundreds 
of participants per year, most of 
whom have little or no rock 
climbing experience. This Via 
Ferrata is very popular with youth 
groups, such as the Boy Scouts. 

To get there: 

From the Slade exit of the 
Mountain Parkway, go south on 
Ky. 11 7.3 miles to a large park- 
ing lot on the right (west) side of 
the road and a sign “Torrent Falls 
Via Ferrata.” Access to the cliff 
base in this area is obvious and 
straightforward. 

Lady Slipper And Emerald 



City 

This climbing area is privately 
owned and open to free public 
access. There are 19 established 
rock climbing routes at this loca- 
tion. The footpaths to the cliffs are 
steep and rugged. 

To get there: 

From the Slade exit of the 
Mountain Parkway, go south on 
Ky. 11 4.8 miles to large grassy 
area on the right (west) side of the 
road, which has an occasional 
muddy pull-off (near mile marker 
4). Cross the road to a trailhead. 
Follow the steep, rugged footpath 
uphill to the cliff. The trail that 
branches off to the right contin- 
ues down to the “Global Village” 
climbing area. 



Muir Valley is the largest 
single rock climbing venue in the 
Eastern U.S., based on atten- 
dance and number of established 
climbs. It is privately owned by 
Rick and Liz Weber and is open 
to free public access. It is about 
400 acres in size with about 7 
miles of cliff line and over 300 
established climbing routes. Muir 
will see about 13,000 climbing

It’s official: NASCAR Sprint 
Cup competition is finally com- 
ing to Kentucky Speedway in 
Sparta, thanks to a controversial 
businessman with whom race 
fans are very familiar. 

Speedway Motorsports Inc. 
Chairman Bruton Smith an- 
nounced last Thursday that he 
had purchased the northern Ken- 
tucky venue during a press con- 
ference at Lowe’s Motor Speed- 
way (LMS) in Concord, N.C. 

According to a May 23 story 
in The Lexington Herald-Leader , 
Smith answered with a resolute 
“next year, yes” when asked if he 
expected NASCAR’ s most pres- 
tigious series to race at the once 
legally embattled track. 

Those words represented a 
huge victory for Kentucky 
Speedway co-owner Jerry 
Carroll, who in 2005 filed an an- 
titrust lawsuit against NASCAR 
and International Speedway Cor- 
poration (also controlled by 
NASCAR CEO Brian France) 
alleging a monopoly after the or- 
ganizations thwarted Carroll’s 
numerous attempts to secure a 
Cup date for the facility since its 
opening in 2000. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, who trav- 
eled to Sunday’s Coca-Cola 600 
at LMS to meet with Smith, told 
The Herald-Leader last Thursday 
that a Cup event at Kentucky 
Speedway would have a “tremen- 
dous” economic impact on the 
commonwealth. 

But what will Smith’s acqui- 
sition of Kentucky Speedway 
mean for NASCAR as a whole? 
More of the same. 

Kentucky Speedway is a 1.5- 
mile tri-oval, similar to many of 
the tracks Smith owns that cur-

rently dominate the Cup sched- 
ule, including LMS, Atlanta Mo- 
tor Speedway, Texas Motor 
Speedway, Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway and more. 

(Smith also owns Bristol Mo- 
tor Speedway in Bristol, Tenn. - 
where many Morgan Countians 
travel to enjoy Cup racing every 
March and August - a high- 
banked short track that does not 
fit the 1.5-mile mold.) 

NASCAR has been criticized 
heavily in recent years for a lack 
of competition, which some fans 
and analysts attribute to the large, 
flat 1.5 -mile tracks, dubbed by 
their detractors as “cookie cutter” 
facilities. 

Many NASCAR traditional- 
ists have also not forgiven the 
sanctioning body for cutting the 
sport’s oldest race, South 
Carolina’s Southern 500 at 
Darlington Raceway, to schedule 
a second date at Auto Club 
Speedway in Fontana, Calif. - a 
slightly larger two-mile cookie 
cutter track. 

Though a Cup date at Ken- 
tucky Speedway would allow 
many race fans to enjoy their fa- 
vorite sport in their home state in 
addition to border states Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Indiana, it will 
contribute to two of NASCAR’s 
biggest dilemmas: progress vs. 
tradition and Smith’s growing 
monopoly of Cup tracks. 

As NASCAR officials con- 
tinue to laud 2008 as “the year of 
the core fan” in an attempt to re- 
new interest in the sport, Smith’s 
purchase of Kentucky Speedway 
is a direct sneer at the longtime 
supporters NASCAR hopes to re- 
engage - who are tired of seeing 
more of the same thing on a dif- 
ferent day.
